Homcsteador Found Dead in Cabin 


Bullet Hole in Head—Stranger 


Suspected of Crime. 


Lying In a pool of blood with a bul- 


lot hole In the hack of his head, Alex 
Fralser, a French trapper was found 
dead In his shack, live miles \veHt of 
Uanltowlsh, Monday forenoon. The 
hody was discovered by a party of 
voodsmon, who had stopped at Frals- 
er's shanty for the purpose of secur- 
ng something to eat. The blood had 
lot yet coagulated which indicated 
hat the man had been dead only a 
short time. In one corner of the 
room was a chest the lock of which 
had been broken oir and the contents, 
consisting of clothing, scattered about 
the door. 


Humor has It that Fralser kept sev- 


eral hundred dollars In this chest and 
It Is the opinion that ho was mur- 
dered for the money. 


Last Thursday, Fralser made a trip 


to Hurley and upon his return, Fri- 
day morning, was accompanied bv a 
man, who was a stranger to Manlto- 
wish people. The two men remained 
about Manitowlsh for several hours 
and It was not until late at night 
that they started for Fralser's home. 
Fralser did not Introduce the man to 
any one, but on several occasions was 
heard to call him Jack. 


Sunday morning this man was seen 


to board the north bound Northwest- 
ern limited at Manitowlsh. In his 
hand he carried .a small grip known 
to have boon the property of Kralser, 
but at the time, this fact attracted 
no attention. 


The belief, now Is that the man 


killed Fralser and took his money. 
He Is probably a friend whom Fralser 
met In Hurley and invited to his 
homo. Growing-confidential, Fraisor, 
no doubt, told him of the money In 
the chest, prompting him to commit 
the deed, shooting Fralser when his 
back was turned. 


The man Is described as being about 


live feet eight 
inches In height, 


woleht nr> IDs, of a very dark com- 
plexion and a heavy black mustache. 
He was attired In the garb of a 
woodsman, Isa Frenchman and speaks 
with a slight accent. Ho is said to 
have been seen In Saxon, Monday af- 
ternoon and was a passenger on a 
South Shore train bound for Duluth. 
Tlio police of all northern cities are 
on the lookout for him. 


Fralser came to Manitowlsh about 


four years ago. He purchased asmall 
tract of land near the village and In 
the winter spent his time trapping. 
Ho was more or less of a recluse and 
associated with no one. Strangers, 
who called at his cabin, wore always 
treated with courtesy, but ho never 
conversed with them much. A story 
is to the elfcct that Fralser was left 
considerable cash by the death of a 
relative in Canada 
Ho Is known to 


have made one trip to Montreal since 
coming to Manitowlsh, and upon hi» 
return seemed 
well supplied with 


money. He was not a drinking man. 


The shack was thoroughly searched 


but aside from a couple of rilles, sev- 
eral traps and cheap cooking utensils, 
nothing of value was found.

a charred, pulpy mass, roots and all, 
and may be spread over the soil as a 
fertilizer with a shovel.

acres of land on his Newhold farm In 
this manner, at a cost of four cents 
cash and live 
minutes 
labor 
per

ducted an International exchange for 
several years, and tho American Phil- 
osophical society 
(founded In 1743) 


ir.id tho American Academy of Arts 
and 
Sciences 
(founded 
In 
1780), 


at the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, traded their proceedings and 
transactions for those of foreign scion- 
tie societies. 
Mr. Vattenmro's ef- 


forts began In 183L1, when ho succeed- 
ed In Interesting many learned men of 
Europe In his plans. In 18!»3 ho visit- 
••d Uie United States and obtained the 
Indoraement of many lending Ameri- 
cans, among them Washington Irving, 
Joel R: Polnsott. then secretary

On his second visit to this country ho

distributed In this country and abroad. 


The germs of the present exchange 


system aro evident In tho words of the 
llrst secretary, Joseph Henry, who 
wrote as early as 1 &:•!;:

Institution aro not to bo estimated by 
what it accumulates within tlio walls 
of Its building, imt by what- It «onds 
forth to the world. Us great mission 
Is to facilitate the use of nU tho Im- 
plements of research, and to dlffuso 
knowledge, which tills line may de- 
velop. 
Tho Smithsonian publications

As now conducted, the rules for tho 


control of tho exchange service pro- 
vide In addition to the distribution of 
tho United States government mihllca- 
tlons to foreign libraries, for Hie. dis- 
tribution abroad of books, pamphlets, 
charts anil other printed matter sent 
as gifts or exchanges from lltoriry and 
scientific societies or Individ lals to 
correspondents abroad, wltho'it 
ex- 


pence to tho sender beyond that of de- 
livery to tho Smithsonian Institution 
In Washington. 
No charge If. nuulo 


to tho receiver except In sonio 
In- 


stances tho cost of delivery from the 
Smithsonian agent or correspondent 
nearest to him. Similar mater'al sent 
from abroad to this country Is for- 
warded to tho recipient without ex- 
ponsu to him. tho packages having 
boon delivered free of freight charges 
to the foreign agent or correspondent 
of tho Institution. 


Tho international exchange service 


has now grown to huge proportion*. 
Three paid agencies abroad are main- 
tained in London. In Lolpslc and In 
lltidnpost. Tho shipments sent abroad 
by tho Smithsonian exchange service 
include practically every 
organized 


community In the world, from Ireland 
to South Africa. 
They r.re made In 


uniform packages or boxen, and ship- 
ments to smaller communl'les are sent 
whenever enough material has accu- 
mulated to warrant Its transmission. 
To larger agencies the 
service 
Is 


weekly. To France, hi 1007, went 153 
boxes and 12,001 package*; to Groat 
Ilrltaln and Ireland. 308 boses and lit),. 
21U packages, and similar amounts to 
other largo agencies, supplying In nil 
nearly (10,000 correspondent.'). 
In re- 


turn Franco sent 4,087 packages of 
books. Great Ilrltaln and Ireland 7,- 
9::7, Ilrltlsh America 301>, and so on. 


It may bo seen trotn tho larger fig- 


tires on tho shipment side that the 
United States government is 
more 


generous than any other nation In the 
matter of publishing and giving away 
literature of a scientific ami an educa- 
tional nature. 


Tho exchange service Is limited to 


voluntary contributions from 
recog- 


nized societies, Institutions or facul- 
ties, Tho United States does not un- 
dertake to ship free of clmrgo books 
purchased In different countries, nor 
scientific apparatus nor instruments.1 


Tho exchanges are still administered 
for the saino purpose as at their begin- 
ning, "for tho diffusion of knowledge 
among men."

Uncle Sam Tells How to Make Pure Pies 


IlOGItUSS made In food and drug 


Inspection and legislation during 


1007 Is explained In detail In the year 
book of tho department of agriculture, 
Just Issued. The book 
shows 
that 


methods of manufacture wore* studied 
by government experts and whenever 
possible assistance was given manu- 
facturers In Improving their methods. 
Ily means of sterilization It was found 
that various fruit and vegetable prod- 
ucts can bo preserved without the 
use of chemical preservatives. 
The 


experiments along this lino resulted In 
new methods for tho preservation of 
ple-illllng articles and canned goods. 


Kxteuslve investigations as to tho 


use of sulphur for drying fruit wero 
made, resulting In tho discovery of 
hotter methods for drying fruit and In 
disclosing tho fact that molasses and 
syrup d<> not contain so much sulphur 
as has generally been supposed. 


Tho study of tho Influence of cold 


storage on the value of food gained 
much headway. Among the more Im- 


portant studies of tho methods of 
manufacture and preservation of foods 
and drugs wero the hlr&ched flour In- 
vestigation, tho lemon oil Invojtlga- 
lion, the whisky Investigation and the 
Investigation of nonfonnfuU'tl bever- 
ages alleged to contain rocaluo or 
other objectionable drug* 


Tho experimental worB of tho bu- 


reau of chemistry, the onhrcemcnt of 
the federal food and drugf act, numer- 
ous Investigations and the? part played 
by various states In tho enactment of 
laws regulating the manufacture and 
sale of foods are some of tho subjects 
treated In tho book. During the year, 
out of -14 legislatures which mot, 40 
enacted laws relating to tho purity of 
foods. 


The bureau of chomlsty established 


ten 
additional branch 
laboratories 


throughout the country, whcro sam- 
ples of food and drugs collected by In- 
spectors under the direction of a chief 
inspector are sent. 
During last year 


7,041 samples of foods and drugs wero 
sont to theso laboratories, resulting In 
.",2:: bearings and the trnnsmlttnl of 12 
criminal CUKOH to the department of 
justice for prosecution. 
One of tho 


greatest dlfllcultles encountered waa 
to Bocuro a sufficient number of In- 
spectors or chemists possessing the 
requisite training and experience In 
foods and drugs.

The animal regained h!s feet 
however, and by roaring, attempted 
to throw Mr. Hnnlhara from bin buck, 
but the diplomat tightened bin grip 
gradually until the animal, snorting 
with pain, confessed Itself vanquished.

CLOVER FOR THE SACHET. 


How Fragrant Plant Should Be Gath- 


ered arid Preserved. 


When going on a clover-gathering 


expedition the morning may bo taken 
for cutting down the stalks and laying 
them together In a pile. Then after 
lunch the stalks can 
bo stripped, 


dropping the leaves and flowers Into 
the receptacles previously made ready 
for them. 


After the clover Is gathered It Is 


dried thoroughly by spreading It out 
thinly over newspapers, and putting It 
In tho sun, but care must bo taken 
that It Is not In the wind where It 
might bo blown away. Several days 
are required for the drying and the 
leaves will break to powder when all 
the juice Is sapped out. 


When the leaves and bloom are 


ready for cases, any material that Is 
desired may be chosen for making 


sachet holders. 
It must be thin, of 


course, and no cotton Is put In for pad- 
ding. 
Tho bag does not need <o bo 


entirely filled, foiv a thin layot -spread 
over tho surface, when the case Is luH 
down flat Is quite sufficient. Case-, nay 
bo made Just the size of bureau draw- 
ers, and small ones aro nice, too, for 
slipping Into trunks, 
Among house 


linen tho sweet clover cusos are do- 
llclous.

While Gnurdaln was explaining his 


plans his dark eyes Hashed III antici- 
pation. He explained that one secret 
council, composed of seven members, 
had been sent by tho supreme council 
of Chicago on a prlvato mission to tho 
cuowned heads of the world. 


According to Gourduln this secret 


council arrived on tho steamer Lu« 
cnnla Juno 21! and Is now scattered In 
St. Petersburg, Merlin. Madrid, Home, 
Tokyo and London trying to Interest 
tho heads of tho respective govern- 
ments,

American republic," said Gourdnln,

Darwin and Lyoll assumed that It must 
have been on tho earth for many hundred million years. 
Darwin. Indeed. In his curlier editions of "Tho Origin of 
Specle».':.Bpeak8.of aCG.000,000 years an n mero-trlflo 
of Kcoloelc time. Hut tho geologist* of tlm present 
day nro more modest In their demands, nnd would, np- 
pnrentlj-. bo satisfied with 100,000,000 or twice that num- 
ber of years. 
Alfred UtibBoll Wallace, however, from 


EPoloRlcal evidence, calculates that 30.000,000 years Is 
ull that need bo demanded for tho facts of ecology. 


Wallace's estimate Is an Intcrcatlnc "»c. Taking tho 


thickness of tho sedimentary rocks nt 117,200 foot, which 
IH an rxtremo cellmate, nnd reckoning the coast lino of 
the Rlobo ut 100,000 miles, nnd thnt tho sediment brought 
Into the sea Is deposited on an average over u bolt 30 


mllrs wide, lio Ilnds thnt nt tho present rate, tho total 
thickness of rocks would bo formed within tho nbovw 
mentioned loiiRth of tlmi*. For, at tho present rato of cro- 
Hlon 
«>f tho continents, tho whole land surface of tho 


oarth Is lowered ono foot In 3,000 years nnd tho sediment 
ilc]K)Hlti!(l iiloiii; tho shoroH of the continents. Ono foot 
from fi7,000,01)0 Hqnnre miles (tho land surface of tho 
imrth). Is i-qual to 19 feet dopoxltrd In .'!,000 years over 
tho belt stretching "0 miles out from 100,000 miles of 
nhoro lino; 177,200 divided by 10 multiplied by 2,000 
equals 28,000.000. 


Such Is tho reduction to tho ago of tho world mado 


by tho inoro recent Investigations both of astronomers 
and geologists. Assuming tho truth of tho nebular hy« 
pothosls, I'rof. Georgo II. Darwin obtained results remark- 
ably similar from calculations concerning tho rotations 
of tho moon to tho earth. Tho moon produces tides up-, 
on the earth, nnd conversely tho earth must produce tides 
upon tho moon. An was long ago shown theso tides re- 
turd tho dally motion of tho revolution of theso bodies. 
The tides .nro equivalent to n wave on tho earth about 
threw fool high, striking twlco a day on tho eastern 
shoro of tho continents. This has tho same effect as a 
brake on u wheel, and Imperceptibly, but suroly, retards 
Its motion. AH tho moon IH much smaller than tho earth 
and henco IIUH less momentum, Us motion tins been af- 
fected much more by Its tides than has that of tho earth. 
Whoreas the moon onco revolved on Its axis very rapidly, 
It now requires u wholo month to revolve, and so keeps 
tho same fnco toward tho uurth all tho time. 


It Is ostlmntod that to produce the present amount of 


heut tho diameter of tho nun must contract 220 foot por 


year, or n mile In 2C years—four miles n century. Though 
thin Is too small an amount to havo been noted by any 
present means of measurement since accurate observa- 
tions began to be made, It la by no moans an Insignifi- 
cant amount. 


By Darwln*8> calculation It wan shown thnt formerly tho 


earth revolved on Its axis once every eight hours, but 
was reduced to Its present rnto by the same process that 
has reduced tho moon, 


At tho tlmo when tho moon und enrth woro revolving 


so rapidly tlipy were much nearer to each other than 
now;~lndecd;~K«J near that "the tides they produced on 
each other wero many times as great as thosu now pro- 
duced; ^BO great Indeed was tho tidal wnvo which thon 
rolled ovor tho' world that It la hardly possible to sup- 
pose thnt any form of life could havo endured tho con- 
ditions. 
", ' "* 


Going further, Mr. Darwin proved that the moon was 


originally thrown, oft fronutho mass of earth by tho In- 
creased centrifugal, motion, of the contracting sphere-of 
tho earth, as water 
Is ^thrown^pfT from n grindstone. 


Furthermore, by his cnlculatlons;>bf tho retarding Influ- 
ence of tho tides, bo proves that this could not havo oc- 
.cyrrcd less than &0.000.000 nor moro than 100,000,000 
years ago. All geologic tlmo, therefore, must bo brought 
much within these limits, for after tho birth of tho moon 
an Immensely long period must havo elapsed beforo 
tho conditions woro such upon tho earth .that 11 fo could 
hnvo endured them. 
So that his calculations ngreo In 


n remarkable manner with those of Mr. Wallace and of 
Prof. Nowcomb.

13ut 1,000,000 years Is. a long time, nnd slowly work- 


i 


Ing causes produce Immense results within that period. 
As Darwin remarks: "K«w of UH know what a million 
really means. Take n narrow Htrlp of paper 81! feet 
J'our inches In length and stretch It along the wall of 
a largo hall; then mark off nt ono end the tenth, of an 
inch. This tenth of un Inch will represent 100 ynnrs, 
and tho strip a million years." Hearing this In mind, 
wo shall appreclnto the following calculations concern- 
ing tho great length of tho geological periods oven on 
Mr. Wallace's estimate of tho total length of geological 
time, and thoy will seem sufficiently long for all neces- 
sary purposes. 


Dana estimates the "ratio for 'the Paleozoic,' Mnso- 


zoic and Cenozolc periods to bn 12: 3: 1;" that Is, Cono- 
zoic tlinfls (tho time since tho beginning of tho ter- 
tiary period) is one-sixteenth of tho whole, or about 
2,000,000 years; Mesozolc ttmo (tho iigo of tho prev- 
alence of reptiles), would be about throo-slxteenths of 
tho tlmo, or 0,000,000 years, while Palaeozoic time 
would bo about three-fourths of (ho time; that Is, about. 
20,000,000 years. 


If, however, we should bo compelled to accept th» 


calculations of Prof. Newcomb, these would have to 
bo reduced more than ono-hulf. 


But tho accumulating' facts concerning tho rapidity 


of tho action of present geological forces seem to be 
pointing toward theso lower estimates, nnd to make It 
entirely credible that the earth has not been suitable 
for tho existence of man for very many thousand years. 
Tho IOOHO estimate In which hnndredH of tlioimnndH of 
years are unsigned to tho existence .of tho human race 
tuko little account of the real facts which are coming 
to light.
